Grows On a Rock!

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Give Children 


Gardens for Christmas 


By LESTER ROWNTREE 


HAVE always been thankful to my 

parents for giving each child in the 

family a garden. I don’t remember 
when I began to work mine, but I am 
told that it was when I was two years 
old. Perhaps it was because of that 
early start that I have been gardening 
more or less steadily ever since. 

Our eight good-sized plots, each so 
different from the others, ranged along 
the back of a sereened-off part of a 
large walled garden in the North of 
England. I remember the bitter disil- 
lusionment which came from following 
the advice of the coachman to plant a 
cowslip upside down so that it would 
come up double; and I remember the 
patches of Viola tricolor hortensis 
(pansies), the Virginia stock and the 
edging of Ionopsidium acaule. We 
were all taught to call our plants by 
their proper names, and in most cases 
these were as easy to remember as the 
common ones. 

Why not give your child a garden 
for Christmas? He may be as happy 
in the operation of it and in the mem- 
ory of it as ] was, and am, in mine, and 
it may keep him from trying out his 
powers on the home garden. It should 
be every child’s heritage to have a 
chance at a garden of his own, to do 
in it as he wishes—make paths, build 
tunnels and bridges, or grow flowers or 
vegetables. The sense of ownership is 
vood for him, and the fact that he must 
care for it himself and keep his tools 
in place and in good condition develops 
responsibility. 

Small children often prefer large 
seeds, but whatever seed you give a 
child, be sure it will germinate quickly 
and flower early, and results should be 
rushed as much as nature allows, for 
to a waiting child a short time may 
seem a very long time. Give him large 
doses of encouragement, too, and don’t 
lie to him as the coachman did to me. 
Make sure the soil is fertile and easy 
to handle, that it gets sun, and that no 
choice plants grow nearby, for traffic 
around the sides of the little garden is 
going to be heavy. 

Don’t do too much explaining at 
first, for the young cherish independ- 
ence. They like to find out by doing, 
and it is right that they should. After 
they have done some happy and possi- 
bly some disastrous experimenting, they 
will have something onto which they 
can pin suggestions handed out by their 





elders. Don’t worry if a boy’s garden 
runs to bridges and tunnels. The 


garden of one of my many brothers was 
in constant upheaval, and he maintains 
that the work in his garden was the 
first step in his engineering career. 
Above all, don’t try to force an interest 
in plants. Edueation that is foreed 
onto one from the outside never 
amounts to much.

One October day, Dr. Curran made a 
survey by collecting woolly bears, which 
he found humping over warm suburban 
and country By aetual count, 
there was an average of five and one- 
third brown segments to a woolly bear 
this fall, last venr’s average 
was less than three segments to a bear. 
Since last winter was the worst in 
vears in the Northeast, the coming win 
ter should be mild, if the old supersti- 
tion holds true,

kinetooth Holly

BEN BLACKBURN 


OLLIES come in for their full 

and deserved share of admira- 

tion this month, and it is a for- 
tunate garden that has ample space and 
suitable conditions for growing several 
kinds. There are now many fine varieties 
of American and English hollies. The 
number is increasing each year with 
the results of keen observation and 
careful selection by horticulturists in 
many parts of the country. These are 
among the most- distinguished shrubs 
and small trees. . 

A deciduous holly that is hardier 
than either of these evergreen types 
and that, at its best, is fully as bril- 
liant as either in fruiting display and 
extremely satisfactory on all counts 
is the Japanese finetooth holly, Lex 


serrata. For some puzzling reason, this 
exotic species is rarely featured in 


literature, and though it was intro- 
duced to this country more than 80 
years ago, it is infrequently seen in 
plantings and all too rarely appreci- 
ated. 

This holly had been named and de- 
scribed by the Swedish botanist Thun- 
berg from dried specimens in 1784, 
but it was not known as a living plant 
in the western world until specimens 
were raised from seeds in a garden in 
New York City in the middle 1860s. 
During his appointment as United 


States marshal in Japan for Presi- 
dent Lincoln, Thomas Hogg of New 


York sent seeds of many Japanese 
plants to his brother James, and they 
were grown for the first time in this 


country at James Hogg’s garden at the 


foot of 84th 
River. 

In the 1880s and 1890s, this garden 
contained some of the most interest- 


ing plant introductions ever brought

to this country. Most of them were 
disseminated by the Hogg Nursery, 
founded by Thomas Hogg, Sr. and run 


by James, 
In its native Honshu, the principal 
Japanese island, finetooth holly is 


abundant in open woodlands and in 
the dense lower growth along the 
banks of streams. It often reaches 
the stature of a small tree with in- 


teresting irregular trunks, and is known 
as Romemodoki—‘the tree for 
brightening-wax.’”’ 

In this country, however, the fine- 
tooth holly is usually a compact twig- 
gv shrub with spreading branches, mak- 
ing a plant wider than high. It is 
dense and compact when young, and 
only after many years does it surpass

mid-autumn and is then a mass o

. or 6 feet in height. Its leaves are 
not spiny, but quite like those of our 
native black-alder (flex verti illata) 
except for their smatler size. Most of 
them are between 2 and 3 in-les in 
length and are generally elliptic in 
outline. The margins have exceedingly 
fine teeth which make them a very in- 
teresting study under a hand lens, as 
the edges of the teeth are cris ed and 
the minute tips pointed upward, rather 
than towards the apex of the eat. 
The berries start to redden wile the 
leaves are still green, but the foliage 
ripens to yellowish or bronzy 
tones and by mid-autumn the grayish 
branches are exposed. Larger b.anches 
have a somewhat marbled bark, in 
grays and silver-greens, and make a 
very decorative effect in themseives. 
Finetooth holly flowers are generally 
similar to those of other species. They 
come in early summer and are small 
whitish blooms less than 14 inch across, 
on short stalks and held in small elus- 
ters. Most hollies have pollen flowers 
on one individual plant and_ pistillate 
or fruiting flowers on another 
men. It appears, however, that in 
this species either perfect flowers or 
both pollen and fruiting ones are often

produced on the same plant. At any 
rate, solitary specimens in gardens 
without others of this species near 


enough for cross-pollination are known 
to bear lavish displays of berries. This 
quality is a very commendable 
to gardeners who have waited 
antly for hollies to attain flowering 
size, anticipating a brilliant show of 
berries, only to find that their plants

visiting bees. 

It is a valuable point that this Jap- 
anese species is inclined to have all 
the necessary attributes in a _ single 
plant, but this may not always be the 
ease. A grouping of 3 or more plants 
is advisable for this consideration as 
well as good planting design. 

The berries grow to be about 14 of 
an inch across, and by October they are 
bright red and command even more 
attention as the leaves fall and the 
framework of branches supports only 
these clusters of brilliant fruits. They 
have much the same intense coloration 
as the black-alders and winterberries, 
but the slightly smaller berries of the 
Japanese species and the more graceful 
clusters in which they are borne give 
these smaller shrubs a markedly differ- 
ent quality. Their spreading and 
roundish habit of growth is also read- 
ily distinguished from the more straight 
and upright habit of our native types. 

A dense neatly-branched shrub. that 
can be kept at a height of about 5 
feet with a minimum of attention has 
many uses in home plantings and in 
small gardens in particular.  Fine- 
textured foliage and refinement in all 
details suggest this holly for founda- 
tion plantings, and it can always be 
used with confidence for the most im 
portant groupings where and 
frequent inspections by friends and gar- 
dening competitors are inevitable. Fur 
thermore, Ilex serrata has the same soil 
requirements as the yews and_ such 
broadleaved evergreens as its own 
cousins, Ilex crenata and its elegant 
small varieties. The striking berries 
of finetooth holly can be seen to ex- 
cellent advantage against the rich green 
foliage of yews, grouped beside a front 
entrance or in a corner planting. 

The shrub is well suited also for 
the front section of boundary and 
border plantings, perhaps to mask the 
stems of such large subjects as deut- 
zias, bush-honeysuckles, and  mock- 
oranges. Provisions should be made 
so that they can be 5 feet apart in a 
planting of 3 or more, and at least 
6 or preferably 8 feet from the base 
of other shrubs. 

Finetooth hollies are 
ally available at nurseries, and mid- 
spring is a most favorable time for 
planting, though this species is much 
less exacting in this respect than the 
evergreen hollies. It is one of the 
easiest to cultivate, and makes vigor- 
ous growth in any porous soil mod- 
erately acid or nearly neutral in re- 
action. Peatmoss or some other form 
of humus should be mixed into the 
soil to go around the roots, as_ well 
as in the bottom of the hole, and a 
4- or 5-inch layer of one of these ma- 
terials is an excellent mulch for the 
completed planting. 

Nursery stock obtained in the 3 to 4- 
foot size should establish itself quickly 
and produce a display of berries in 
two years after planting.

Anyone interested in learning to 
garden who takes a first look-see at 


this book by thumbing through it from 
back to front is likely to decide to buy 
it even before he has finished so hap- 
hazard an inspection. For the Appendix 
at the back runs to 57 pages and con- 
tains, in concise, easily digested form, 
as much information as most people 
would expect to. find in any gardening 
book addressed to the beginner. 

Here there are comprehensive lists 
of annuals and perennials, grouped 
according to color, and with information 
on their height, distances apart to plant 
them, and time of flowering. There’s a 
list of annuals to grow for their fra- 
grance or colored foliage, a list of pleas- 
ing combinations of perennials with 
heights of each, a list of’ perennials 
that will grow in shade, a long section 
on when to move perennials and their 
soil requirements, small 
trees, shrubs and vines that bear color- 
ful berries, and a selection of plants 
for city gardens and window boxes. 
There are also lists of gardening books, 
gardening and experiment 
stations operated by states. 

The main body of the book covers 
the whole subject of gardening for the 
beginner, with chapters on garden 
planning, soils and fertilizers, insects 
and and the various 
of plants that go to make up a garden 
of any size or type. At the end of each 
chapter is a list of “Do’s” and a list of 
“Don’t’s.’ The manner of writing is 
clear, concise and easily understandable, 
and the accent throughout is on provid- 
ing practical “how to—” information 
rather than technical findings or horti- 
cultural theory. The and thor- 
oughness of the book are more than 
sufficient for the average beginner and 
will stand by him for many a year. 

As in every first edition, occasional 
errors have inevitably crept in, per- 
haps the most glaring of whieh is in 
the caption on page 153 which gives 
the editor of “The Garden Dictionary” 
as Norman Thomas instead of Norman 
Taylor and the publisher as the Mae- 
millan Company instead of Houghton 
Mifflin Company. And the drawings, 
to be sure, are on the “corny” side, but 
since they are intended to be instrue- 
tive rather than artistie this is hardly 
a valid complaint.

loose-leaf binder. 

Since the chart is intended primarily 
for use by the American Dahlia Society 
in the elassifieation of dahlia flower 
colors, Mr. Maytrott has added numer- 
ous autumn shades, not found in the 
R.H.S. chart, from the color blocks in 
Ridgway and in Repertoire de Coul- 
eurs. Greens and some blues, however, 
are omitted. Altogether there are 175 
color blocks in this edition. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Maytrott also offers 
cut-up copies of the R.H.S. chart, 
from which his pocket editions were 
made, at $7.00 tor the two volumes, an 
enterprising person could paste up ad- 
ditional and thus, for 
$22.00, have a pocket edition contain- 
ing’ all the color blocks of the R.H.S. 
chart plus the autumn shades added by 
Mr. Maytrott.

The chapter headed Pruning Fruit- 
Bearing Trees, Shrubs and _ Vines 
strangely enough covers orchard and 
espalier trees only, while grapes, bush 
and cane fruits are to be found only in 
the chapter on Flower-Bearing Habits 
and Pruning, which also includes 
specific orchard and nut trees, citrus, 
figs, ete. 

A section on the pruning of specific 
plants contains a general section on trees 
and specitie instructions for a consider- 
able alphabetical list of shrubs from 
abelia to wistaria. The closing chapter 
is entitled Culture and Pruning of 
Evergreens, but this reviewer can find 
no word about pruning in it. From the 
disparity between chapter headings 
and text, it would seem that someone 
other than the author had written the 
titles. 


THE STORY OF PLANTS, by John 
Asch. Illus. by Tabea Hofmann. 
407 pages. G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
N.Y. C. $5.00. 


The son of the novelist Scholem 
Asch is the author of this book, which 
is the fruit of his twenty years’ work 
with plant life and of exhaustive study 
and research both here and abroad. In 
this one volume, Mr. Asch presents, in 
words readily understandable by the 
layman, a summary of all the impor- 
tant features of plant life. 

Beginning with the formation of the 
earth itself, the story goes on to the 
beginnings of life on our planet—trom 
the atom to the molecule and on to the 
elements necessary to sustain life. 
Plant cells are deserihed and _ illus- 
trated in all their infinite variety, and 
their evolution into plant forms famuil- 
iar to us is traced meticulously. 

There are chapters on the methods 
by which plants manufacture and dis- 
tribute food, how they propagate, and 
the laws of inheritance. The Record of 
the Rocks describes the fossils and 
other remains by which we trace the 
early life forms on the earth. 

One of the fascinating features is 
the wealth of charts. One, illustrating 
the evolution of plant life, is like a 
great tree showing where the trunk 
branched to produce animal and veget- 
able life, and tracing the origins of 
the earlier forms of plant life such as 
conifers, ginkgos, horsetails, ferns, ete. 

The latter portion of the book is 
devoted to plants in their relation to 
man—the preservation and cultivation 
of food and ornamental plants, and 
the types of agriculture practiced in 
each part of the world. Closing chap- 
ters give brief summaries of Plant 
Propagation, Soil Fertility and Im- 
provement, Good Plant Practice and 
Harvest. :

VERY Christmas season as you travel through communities with 
their gay streets, shops and homes you may notice many decorations 
that have been made at home from both evergreen and dried mate- 
rial. Cones and evergreens of various kinds can be obtained commercially 
for this purpose if none have been collected from the garden. Holly, ber- 
ried sprays, silver-colored alder and leatherleaf are among the materials 
available in collections. With a little ingenuity all of these things may be 
used, along the lines described here. to make original swags, wreaths, trees 
and other decorations with which to deck our homes during the holidays. 


HOW TO MAKE MINIATURE TREES 


Wire lengths of yew to a stick 2 feet long and !4 inch thick, beginning with short 3-inch 
pieces of evergreen at the tip and graduating the size to 10-inch lengths six 
inches from the base of the stick. Push the end of the stick into a gilded glass 
florist’s vase filled with sand pouring paraffin over the sand to support the tree. 


The little trees in this mantel decoration are made of yew placed in meat cans 
painted red, set on blocks of wood of the same color. Candle figures are used 


here. These little trees are made in the same way as the larger yew tree, left.

Blue spruce cut in lengths from 2 
to 8 inches long was used in this 
mantel decoration wired to a_ ply- 
wood frame. The main swag and 
two side pieces were made _ sepa- 
rately and then joined. Large sugar 
pine cones were cut into three 
slices with a saw or clippers and 
each wired separately to the swag. 
The pecans are wired to the frame 
in clusters. These and the cones. 
too, may be given a coat of shellac. 


About 45 white pine cones in various sizes were used 
in this swag for the inside or outside of a door. Wire 
the smallest cone to the tip of a stick then add one 
on either side and continue to increase the number to 
the top, always adding one in the center to give depth. 
This swag might be brushed with silver and pink water 
paint and used with a silver bow in a formal setting. 





HOW TO MAKE AND USE SWAGS 


Swags are made by wiring material to a wooden stick, starting at the base and then 
graduating the size and quantity of the material to the top, usually the widest 
part. Thickness should be added at the center to give a “third dimension” by using more 
material there. Cone swags may be kept from year to year. Whenever any gold or silver 
bows are saved they should be wrapped in black tissue paper to prevent tarnishing. 


Pieces of red pine were used in swag, below, together 
with gilded magnolia leaves and a lotus pod. The- pine 
needs no backbone because of the strength of the mate- 
rial. For this arrangement: place the pine on a table in 
the modified Hogarth curve shown and wire one piece of 
pine to another. Brush needles with gilt if so desired.

For thé swag above start with a long 


piece of red pine 12 inches long wir- 
ing shorter pieces down to 5 inches 
long in the position shown. No stick 
support is needed. Wire small bells 
of copper to lowest branch and large 
bells above these. Finish off with a 
red satin bow of loops held together 
with wire, fastening it over the june- 
tion where top and bottom stems meet.

THE ART OF THE WREATH 


Wreaths are made by fastening evergreen or dried material to wire 
florist’s frames. If a wreath of 14-inch diameter is to be made 
select an 8-inch frame, for the outside measurement will be about 
6 inches from the mid-rib. Place the frame on a sheet of paper and 
outline the inner part of the circle. As you wire each piece of 
material to the frame check the outline with this pattern. In mak- 
ing an evergreen wreath select three lengths of greens from 6 to 10 
inches long and place these in a group. Wire each group to the 
frame. Always place them in the same direction and continue around 
until the entire frame is covered. When the end is reached the 
groups fit so closely that the beginning and end cannot be found. 


Blue spruce is used in the wreath, below. 
Since spruce is heavy material, two frames 
were needed for strength. one set over the 
other. A sugar pine cone, 5 smaller pine 
cones. pitch pine cones and a cluster of 
pecan nuts were used here for decoration. 
To close open cones soak them in water.

The secret of a well designed wreath is to keep it round 
in form with a well defined, clean cut, center. Wire 
groups of cut greens to the frame starting on the outside 
edge. Select shorter pieces to wire on the inside edge 


and check the form against a paper pattern for evenness. 


Mixed evergreens are used to make the wreath below with- 
out any decoration but the red satin bow. Construction 
is shown in the pictures at the left and described above. 
Make the bow by overlapping loops in bow form without 
tying them. Fasten in shape with wire; attach to wreath. 
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From left to right the material 
includes digger pine cones. pods 
of poppy, southern magnolia, lily 
seed pods, cabbage and _ broccoli 
leaves, pecan nuts, artichokes, 
ponderosa and sugar pine cones, 
southern magnolia leaves and a 
flower made of a white pine cone. 


Above: Flowers like the one at 
the left are made by cutting a 
large pine cone crosswise with a 
saw. For the ornamental cluster 
above, right four pitch pine cones 
were grouped together reversing 
each cone so that the back is on 
top and fastening them on sprays 
of wheat. The decoration shown 
in the foreground is composed of 
seven horse chestnuts and seven 
magnolia leaves all attached with 
wire. The nuts are shellacked. 


Above, center: These little stars are made by sticking toothpicks into a small cork. 
Slit a cork by pricking it all over with a sharp knife. Stick the flat ends of tooth- 
picks into the cork until about 15 are placed. Draw a silk thread through the center 
of the cork with a needle. Paint the star with gilt and sprinkle with silver “star 
dust.” For the other decoration wire gold painted magnolia leaves and 3 pitch pine 
cone flowers. The cone flowers are made by slicing three pitch pine cones and using 
the base of each of them for the flower. This makes a lovely brown and gold ornament. 















































USE OF DRIED MATERIALS IN DECORATIONS 


Dried material obtained from commercial ‘sources or collected from the garden or 
field and roadsides may be used in Christmas decoration. Leaves of canna. plantain 
lily, iris and gladiolus, cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower and corn. and seedpods of 
oriental poppies, daylilies, gasplant and iris all come from the garden. From fields 
and woods oak galls (puff balls), sumac, steeplebush and similar material not on the 
conservation list may be gathered. To condition this material lay it all flat on 
newspapers in a dry place. The vegetable leaves turn a lovely mauve in color and 
the canna leaves become a rich brown. When you are ready to make your decorations 
spread the dried material on a large work table. Seeing it all this way ideas begin 
to form. You may use horse chestnuts wired in clusters with mauve cabbage leaves, 
grape forms made of clusters of pecan nuts, ete. The designs pictured here are all 
made from this material. In gathering material only perfect leaves should be used 
and not those battered by the elements or chewed by insects. Some of the dried 
material and even complete wreaths may be saved from year to year if well protected.

made of 5 milkweed pods dried 
and glued together with a poppy 
seed pod for the center. The inside 
of the petals may be painted red, 
silver or gold. To the right are 
two dried broccoli leaves and 
below pecans, drilled with an 
electric drill to make the holes 
for wiring, are fastened to a cone 
flower and coated with shellac. 
This makes it possible to keep

OU may pay ten dollars for an 

amaryllis bulb, or you can buy one 

for ten cents. On the outside they'll 
look pretty much alike, but when the 
flowers untold—ah, there's the differ- 
ence! 

Although amaryllis have long been 
favorites with winter window gardeners, 
catalogue terms such as Gold Medal Hy- 
brids, Seleet California Strains and 
Royal Dutch Hybrids are still confusing 
to the average purchaser. ‘1 am there- 
fore using the camera to show what your 
amaryllis dollar will buy. 

Nearly all the bulbs sold are of hybrid 
stock, involving a number of species in 
their ancestry, and naturally there are 
wide variations in form and coloring of 
the flowers. The cheapest usually have 
relatively small blooms with narrow red 
or reddish-orange petals, often striped 
with white and with greenish marks in 
the throat. At the other extreme are im- 
ported Dutch aristocrats having big 
open-taced flowers built up of broad, 
smoothly-rounded, overlapping petals. 
These may show the usual colors, but 
there are also occasional individuals of 
clear pink or salmon hue or even pure 
white. In between the extremes fall the 
various American hybrids—bulbs in the 
medium price range. 

While several greenhouse men in the 
North are growing amaryllis in surpris- 
ing numbers, the bulk of commercial 
stocks comes from Florida and Cali- 
fornia. Three years are required to pro- 
duce flowering bulbs from seed, the usual 
means of propagation. In central 





Florida I have seen acres of amaryllis 
growing under canopies of chicken wire 
draped with live Spanish moss which 
gives a filtered sunlight effect that seems 
to suit them perfectly. 

In the seed and bulb trade, Florida 
amaryllis are often referred to as **Mead 
Strain,” because a majority of them, 
perhaps, are descendants of bulbs in the 
original collection of the late Theodore 
L. Mead, pioneer Florida horticulturist 
and amaryllis hybridizer. Mead strain 
bulbs are unusually vigorous and easy to 
handle. As one grower told me, “They 
represent the survival of the fittest— 
they are the ones we can grow in quan- 


tity under field conditions down here.” 


Unseleeted “field-run” Florida amaryl- 
lis of the smallest blooming size fre 
quently turn up on the bulb counters of 
variety stores, priced at 10 to 25 cents. 
Larger, sounder bulbs from the same 
source are sold by seed and bulb dealers 
under such names as “American Hy- 


‘ 


brids’ or “Giant Hybrids” at 50 to 75 
cents each. Almost invariably these are 
offered in mixed colors only. You ean 
never be quite sure of what you are 
getting, but most purchasers are pleased 
with the flowers. 

Some of the Florida growers have 
selected and reselected the amaryllis 
from which they save seed, and so have 
developed their own particular versions 
of the Mead strain. In a few eases out- 
standing seedlings have been propagated 
by offsets or by the bulb cuttage method. 
Sold under separate color labels or some- 
times even given varietal names, these

are always more expensive than the 
mixed bulbs. 

l hope my Florida friends will for 
give me for thinking that, generally 
speaking, Californians are producing 
better amaryllis. Maybe it will help te 
add that I prefer Florida oranges! The 
Golden State growers have largely used 
European bulbs as parent stocks; 
of them, in fact, have traveled to Eng 
land and Holland to pick out the finest 
specimens they could buy. As a result, 
many California-grown amaryllis have 
rather broad petals and wide open tlow- 
ers resembling the Dutch forms, as econ- 
trasted with the longer, more tubular 
and sometimes drooping trumpets of the 
Mead type. 

One of the popular West Coast 
strains is the Howard & Smith Hybrids, 
produced at Montebello, California, 
under the direction of the late. Fred H. 
Howard. I am most happy to have had 
even a brief acquaintance with Mr. 
Howard, who was best known for his 
work with roses but who had a broad 
and general interest in plants and a 
special feeling for the amaryllids. He 
was responsible for the unusual bi- 
generic hybrid known as Amarerinum 
howardi—a cross between a crinum and 
Amaryllis belladonna (now called Bruns- 
vigia rosea ). 

Like the Florida bulbs, Howard & 
Smith amaryllis are grown out of doors. 
Sut Mr. Howard had a special green- 
house in which he kept the carefully 
chosen parent bulbs growing in pots.

The Christmas Flowers 
of the Southland... - 


POINSETTTAS:

R. JOEL R. POINSETT could 

not have dreamed that his 

Christmas gift to a Philadel- 
phia florist friend, Robert Buist, in 
1835 would perpetuate his name through- 
out the flower-conscious world. Nor 
eould he have known that one hundred 
years later the plant that has since been 
named for him would live as a brilliant 
symbol of Christmas in its subtropical 
native land. 

In parts of Mexico, where the poin- 
settia is native, a legend is told of this 
“Flower of the Blessed Night.” Out- 
side the cathedral door, the legend runs, 
little Maria watched the jubilant throng 
bearing gifts to be placed at the altar 
of the Virgin Mother and Child. With 
a choked sob she knelt and prayed that 
she might be shown a way to purchase 
a gift for the Blessed Mother and Babe. 


Then a soft voice whispered to her, 
“Give what thou hast. In the giving 


it shall become beautiful.” 

Wiping away her tears, Maria looked 
at her empty hands and then about her 
for something that might possibly be- 
come beautiful. There was nothing but 
coarse, tall weeds. She broke an arm-

ful of these and timidly entered the 
cathedral door. Unmindful of the 
throng’s glances of disapproval, amuse- 
ment and pity, the ragged child made 
her way to the great altar, and here she 
placed her offering among the gifts of 
the wealthy.

In 
protected locations, mature plants may 
hold their colored tips even if the tem- 
perature should drop to 25°, but any 
great variation of temperature, whether 
the plants are in pots or outside, will

planting in Southern California, 
usually cause the green leaves to 


vellow and fall. If frozen to the 

ground, poinsettias may grow again 

from the roots when warm weather 
returns. 

In cultivation, poinsettia plants are 
usually propagated in pots from new 
vrowth which started from last season’s 
wood. Cuttings are placed in individual 
pots so that the roots will not be un- 
necessarily disturbed. If started in May 
or June they will develop into flowering 
size before Christmas. Firm wood cut- 
tings, however, may be rooted in beds 
where they are to grow as late as Aug- 
ust. Branches are cut and allowed to 
dry several days before being made into 
euttings. 

Beds for poinsettias should be in a 
well drained location. Cuttings should 
be kept fairly moist until well rooted, 
though the soil may be allowed to dry 
between irrigations. Any good garden 
loam is excellent for poinsettias. Plants 
are usually pruned back to firm wood 
in early March. They often send up 
branches 6 to 15 feet tall in one season, 
so growers keep them pruned back for 
bushier growth until July or mid-Aug- 
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ust. They are then fertilized with bal- 
anced fertilizer or barnyard manure 
and in early October they are given a 
feeding of superphosphate. A dressing 
of iron filings or iron sulfate, spaded 
into the soil, deepens the colors of fol- 
liage and blooms. Planted against a 
wall and kept graduated from front to 
back, they become a solid bank of bril- 
liant color. Planted with tall growing 
reds toward the back and lower growing 
whites at their base is another attractive 
arrangement. 

Root-rot is an enemy of the poin- 
settia, but good drainage prevents the 
start of this fungus in the soil. Once 
attacked, the soil may be treated with 
sulfur for control of the disease, but the 
best solution is to move the plants to 
a fungus-free, well-drained bed. 

The town of Mission, Texas, is be- 
coming known as ‘Poinsettia’ Town.” 
It is in the fertile Rio Grande Valley 
of southern Texas, across the border 
from Reynosa, Mexico. Plantings were 
first sponsored by the Mission Garden 
Club, and interest in planting, growing 
and caring for these Christmas plants 
is now promoted by staging a flower 
show each December. 

There are now more than half a dozen 
recognized horticultural varieties of 
poinsettias, including several reds, pinks 
and whites, besides the original species, 
Euphorbia pulcherrima. This species, 
incidentally, was once called Poinsettia 
pulcherrima, before it was recognized 
as belonging to the genus euphorbia. 

These tempermental flowers have al- 
ways been favored for decoration dur- 
ing the holidays. But the plant’s sue- 
eulent stem with its milky sap gives 
them the “bleeder” characteristics. A 
broken leaf, stem, colored bract or even 
one of the small clustered buds or 
flowers causes wilting. Cut stems must 
always be treated before they are used 
in an arrangement and each tiny break 
must be sealed with a burning candle or 
match as the arrangement is made. Even 
then an unnoticed break may defeat the 
whole arrangement in a few hours, un- 
less replacements are ready. 

Clipping leaves away from stems 
that are to be cut, a few days before 
cutting, gives the plant a chance to 
heal its own wounds and seal these cuts. 
There are many methods of sealing -cut 
stems, but the most approved is to dip 
the end of each stem immediately into 
boiling water. Allow the water to cool 
with the stems in it. The container 
may then he filled with cold water and 
the stems allowed to stand for several 
hours or, better still, overnight. Some 
have found that a first dip into ice 
water before the hot water treatment 
aids in sealing the stems. If stems are 
recut above the burned portion, the hot 
water treatment must be repeated. 

For the present popularity of this 
most strikingly attractive of plants as 
a Christmas flower, especially in the 
Southland where it can be grown in the 
open, we are indebted to Dr. Poinsett’s 
enthusiasm when he saw it growing in 
its subtropical native habitat over a 
hundred years ago.

Qld Garden Favorite

ICTAMNUS is a perennial flower 

of rare beauty and pleasing fra- 

grance. I like it better each year, 
for under good care it gives complete 
satisfaction. 

Many gardeners and nurseries in Ver- 
mont retain the old Latin name fraxin- 
ella which means diminutive ash. The 
glossy foliage does resemble the leaves 
of an ash tree. Dictamnus is the Greek 
word meaning “foliage like an ash.” 
One gardener of long acquaintance ealls 
it Bible plant of Mosaic legend. It is 
also referred to as dittany. 

The common name, gasplant, is sug- 
gested by an interesting characteristic. 
Many times on a sultry summer evening 
L have detected the volatile oil which 
is emitted as a vapor. When this is 
touched off with a lighted match there 
will be a flash from the lower flowers 
to those higher up. Thus the names 
gasplant and burning bush were sug- 
gested. 

I admire dictamnus for its structural 


beauty which makes it an outstanding 
plant for gardens and borders as well 
as for background settings. It grows 
from 2 to 3 feet tall and the glossy 
foliage is good all summer. The flowers 
are pink, white or blue, growing in 
upright racemes. In New England they 
blossom for nearly all of June and July. 
Both the flowers and leaves are lemon- 
scented, adding to my enjoyment of 
the plant. 

There are several kinds of dictamnus 
and they all bloom with the bearded 
iris. The white-flowered form is D. alba, 
Much prized also are the pink and red 
forms D. a. rubra. The spikes are 
large and attractive, some having deep 
pink flowers with purple veining. They 
are excellent cut flowers. 

I like the glossy seed pods whieh 
follow the flowers and add to the beauty 
of the plant in autumn. At that time 
they contrast sharply with many other 
plants that are unsightly when they

EASTERN SELECTIONS 


By LYNN B. DUDLEY, (N. Y.) 


DVENTURES this season in “Dahlia 
Honor Roll Land” were both en- 
couraging and disappointing. The 

number and quality of the new varieties 
was splendid, but the weather worked 
against dahlias almost all season. 

In the East there was an excess of 
rain right up until early August. Then, 
later in August and during September, 
there was a prolonged drought with very 
high temperatures that virtually cooked 
the blooms on the plants. Dahlias are 
cool weather flowers and they just don’t 
like temperatures in the 90s! 

Beeause of excess surface water, many 
growers and some trial grounds were un- 
able to plant at the end of May, as they 
ordinarily do, and so growth of the 
plants was delayed. In my own garden, 
where drainage is excellent, it was lack 
of sunshine—about one-third below nor- 
mal for June and July—that retarded 
growth and resulted in blooms at least 
three weeks later than usual. 

The writer visited and helped judge 
at seven shows—at Seranton, Pa.; Mil- 
waukee, Wis.; Baltimore, Md.; Wash- 
ington, D. C.; New York City, and 
Jamaica and Great Neck, Long Island. 
In most of them, the effects of the ad- 
verse weather were apparent, but in 
spite of this most classes were well filled 
and the seedling classes contained many 
fine new varieties. 

It’s worth noting that over half the 
large (“A”) dahlias listed below are 
cactus types. Evidently publie favor in 
new varieties is leaning toward this form 
and away from formal decoratives and 
perhaps even from informals. Euro- 
peans have long favored the cactus 
dahlias, and breeding in Holland, Bel- 
gium and England has tended in that 
direction for some time. 

A word about the color descriptions 
in the following lists is probably in or- 
der. The Ridgway color chart, whieh 
horticulturists here and abroad have 
used for over 40 years, has long been 
out of print and in recent years copies 
have been extremely difficult to obtain. 
However, those of us who have always 
used Ridgway have become accustomed 
to its color designations, and therefore 


its color names immediately suggest 
definite shades to our minds. 

But now that the Royal Horticultural 
Society of Great Britain has published 
a new two-volume Horticultural Colour 
Chart, and since this chart is gradually 
being adopted by the horticultural trade 
both here and abroad, it seems advisable 
to bring the R.H.S. color names into the 
Honor Roll picture. This is especially 
true this year, inasmueh as Warren 
Maytrott has recently published a 
“Pocket Edition” of the R.H.S. chart, 
with a few autumn shades added from 
Ridgway and the French Repertoire de 
Couleurs, which is specifically intended 
for use by the American Dahlia Society 
both in the field and at shows. 

For the present, therefore, both the 
Ridgway and the R.H.S. eolor designa- 
tions will be given, the latter here being 
referred to as “Maytrott” since it was 
his Pocket Edition that was actually 
used. 

The following lists are grouped aec- 
cording to size specifications of the 
American Dahlia Society standard elas- 
sification—“*A,” large, over 8 inches: 
“B,” medium, 4 to 8 inches; “M,” small 
or miniature, less than 4 inches. 

In reading the deseriptions and com- 
ments it should, of course, be borne in 
mind that they are but one man’s 
opinion! 
“A —Large Types 

Epna D., straight cactus. Ridgway, 
rose red; Maytrott, cherry red; darker 
at center. The first of its form since 
Son of Satan. Size 12 to 13 inches 
across, 544 to 7 inches deep; stems 10 
to 12 inches hold flowers on side. Bush 
6 teet, erect, with long canes and good 
habit of growth. Won Achievement 
Medals, 1948, at Baltimore, Washine- 
ton, Richmond, and as largest and _ best 
cactus in New York in “open to all 
classes”, as well as other blue ribbons. 
We predict many winnings.  (Diffen- 
dertfer-Rocky River) 


MariILyN Da.e, ineurved cactus. May- 
trott, light roseine purple; Ridgway, 
liseran purple; general effect vivid lav- 
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ender. In spite of its coloring, it is a 
good keeper and expands in water. Size 
12 to 13 inches across by 6 to 7 inches 
deep. Its form and color make it most 
attractive. There is no other I.C. of 
same color, and so it rates high in dis- 
tinetiveness. Won Gold Medal Cer- 
tificate at Jamaica show and other rib- 
bons at others. (Mollineaux) 


New Loox, semi-cactus. Ridgway 
and Maytrott agree that it is empire 
yellow. <A very large and deep flower 
held at side and 45° angle on 11-inch 
cane stems. Size 12% inches across by 
8 inches deep. Won Achievement Med- 
als at New York, Jamaica, New Jersey, 
Great Neck and other shows, and we 
predict many future winnings. It is 
a complete, most attractive bloom of 
bright yellow with its revolute floral 
rays standing out evenly in perfect con- 
tour. (Guttler-Ruschmohr) 


PAWTUCKET, straight cactus. Ridg- 
way, blend of rose doree and deep 
chrome yellow; Maytrott, jaspar red 
blended with canary yellow; more vel- 
low at center. Almost perfect form for 
straight cactus. Have grown this one 
for three years and greatly admire it. 
Profuse bloomer; stems long, 10 to 15 
inches, hold flowers on side. Bush tall, 
6 feet, erect and with good habit. Not 
susceptible to pests and very healthy. 
You ean win ribbons with it. (Poulos) 


KING Size, straight cactus but some- 
times ineurved.

THE MID-WEST HONOR ROLL 


By J. LOUIS ROBERTS, (Hil.) 


Dahlia interest in the Middle West is 
definitely increasing. This year there 
were three shows held in Chicago as well 
as several in the surrounding suburban 
towns. The Midwest Conference, a get- 
together of member dahlia societies, was 
held at Milwaukee this year. The new 
Michigan Dahlia Society held its first 
show at Battle Creek. All the older 
shows had an increased number of 
blooms in the competitive classes and an 
increase in the number of undissemi- 
nated varieties. 

The Cook County Fair in Chicago had 
a dahlia show on August 28 and 29, a 
date considered too early for dahlias in 
Chicago. But the quantity of bloom 
shown was greater than expected and 
more room will have to be given to this 
section of the Fair next year. There 
were approximately 500 specimen blooms 
in the “B” or medium type section alone, 
which is a new section for Chicago ex- 
hibitors. 

Some of the plants sent to me for trial 
by parcel post received rather rough 
handling. Others were delayed some- 
where enroute. Although they all re- 
covered, | never did see flowers on some. 

In last vear’s article | mentioned two, 
Major Viers and Sarett’s Skyrocket, 
which I had on the 1946 Honor Roll but 
which I said I could not find on the show 
tables. This year they both won blue 
ribbons. It therefore took two years to 
give the 1946 Honor Roll a 100 percent 
rating. 

The percentage of my 1947 Honor 
Roll dahlias winning this vear was only 
67 percent. Those missing were Anne 
Tooker, Red Glamour and Valley Queen. 
I still think they are good. 

Of those on the 1947 list it may be of 
interest to note that Autumn Blaze was 
classified as semi-eactus. I still think 
it is informal decorative. I wrote that 
I had 12-inch blooms. This year I had 
13- and 14-inch blooms. Magnificent 
was crotchy for me and I stated that I 
had 12-inch blooms. This year I had 
them up to 15 inches. This year I grew 
them under cloth. Dahlias not dissem- 
inated sent for trial are not grown un- 
der cloth. They are grown in the open. 

Other 1947 larger type dahlias win- 
ning in the shows were Big Ben, Great 
Lakes, Atomie Yellow and Buceaneer. 
Oakleigh Champion listed as a medium 
type dahlia won in both the A and B 
sections.

and how to oTOW them 


By WILLIAM C. FRIERSON, Ph.D., 


HE American people are becoming 

more and more conscious of the 

beauty of our native American holly, 
Ilex opaca, and many growers are un- 
dertaking the selection and propagation 
of superior varieties. If one is going 
to plant holly—and there is reason 
enough why every gardener should— 
then he might as well plant the best. 

There may, of course, be some differ- 
ence of opinion as to just what consti- 
tutes the best in hollies as in everything 
else. But among holly fanciers there 
is a practically unanimous agreement 
as to what constitutes a superior variety. 
Its leaves should be typically spiny, of 
medium to large size (3 to 4 inches 
long), dark green, glossy, ruffled at the 
edges rather than flat, and they should 
have good substance. The fruit should 
be borne annually in profusion, it 
should be a brilliant, lustrous red (not 
dull or dark), and it should ripen early 
and remain on the stems throughout the 
season or after being cut. 

Altogether there are about 75 varia- 
tions in Ilex opaca that are sufficiently 
distinct to be recognized as separate 
varieties. Most of these have origi- 
nated naturally from Massachusetts to 
Florida, though some have been raised 
from seed. 





Nearly all the hollies carry male and fe- 
male flowers on separate trees, and fruit 
develops only from female flowers. It is 
therefore necessary to have both types of 
tree in the vicinity if berries are to be 
produced. On staminate or male flowers, 
above, considerably enlarged, the pollen- 
covered anthers are easily recognizable. 


Some of these 75 varieties are, of 
course, better than others on the basis 
of our list of qualities that make for 
superiority, and some of them are better 
suited to certain localities. The twelve 
varieties I have listed below are gen- 
erally considered to be among the finest 
American hollies available, and there is 
little doubt that they will continue to 
be so regarded for many years to come. 
All of them are obtainable from general 
nurseries or from holly specialists. 

I have listed these hollies in the order 
of their hardiness. The first two stand 
up best in cold regions and can be sue- 
cessfully grown in the northern United 
States, in portions of southern Canada 
and in Nova Seotia. The last three 
varieties listed probably should not be 
planted north of Washington, D. C. 
They might succeed in colder regions, 
but planting them in such areas would 
at least be hazardous. 


The twelve best. In their order of 
hardiness, then, here are what I eon- 
sider the best dozen American hollies: 

1. Bountirut. As its name implies, 


this variety fruits heavily. It is ex- 
tremely hardy, vigorous, and self-layers 
freely, thus forming new plants. Its 
leaves are medium to large, broad, dark

trees, above, enlarged, can be most readily 
distinguished by the relatively large ovary 
in the center of each flower, from which 
the fruit develops after the flower has 
been fertilized. It may be also noted 
that the anthers in these flowers are not 
fully developed and do not produce pollen.

green, spiny and slightly curved. 

2. Merry CuristMas. This is an 
extremely hardy, good holly with bright 
red truits. The leaves are small to 
medium, dark green, curved and with 
short, sharp spines. It is easily propa- 
gated from euttings. 

3. Otp Heavy Berry. This is a 
superb variety in every way, but not 
quite so hardy as the first named two. 
One grower lists it under the name 
Hookstraw. Its leaves are of medium 
size, dark green above and lighter be- 
low, curved and with short, sharp 
spines. 

4. CarpINAL. This is a hardy, fruit- 
ful holly, compact and = symmetrical 
growing, and will bear while young. 
Leaves are small to medium, dark green 
above, lighter beneath, slightly curved, 
with slender sharp spines. 

All the foregoing hollies were select- 
ed by Earl Dilatush, Robbinsville, N. J. 

5. BirrersweetT. This is a_ hardy, 
heavy fruiting holly with glossy, orange- 
red berries. The leaves are medium 
sized, dark green, slightly curved, with 
fine, sharp spines. This variety was 
selected by Dr. P. W. Zimmerman of 
the Boyce Thompson Institute, Yonkers,

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


ITH winter really upon us, out- 

door gardening is now approaching 

the point of non-existence, Per- 
haps you have already nestled down, 
with your feet stuck out in front of an 
open fire, to mull over the pretty pie- 
tures in seed catalomues and in your 
mind’s eye to plant, grow and unveil 
the most perfect of gardens next year. 
Or perhaps you're among those for- 
tunate gardeners who have retired from 
the outdoors:to the snug quarters of a 
ereenhouse to go on producing the real 
thing. 

Outside there’s really very little to do 
this month. In some gardens there may 
still be remnants of cleaning up: to be 
attended to, and of course digging can 
be done as long as the ground remains 
unfrozen. One important thing that 
should be taken care of, however, is the 
protection of fruit trees so that rabbits 
and mice will not be able to eat the 
bark during the severe months of winter. 
Young trees ean be killed in this way 
and even large trees can be seriously 
injured. 

If grass or weeds are allowed to grow 
at the base of your fruit trees, it is a 
good plan to grub out all growth imme- 
diately around the trees, so that mice 
will not nest there and probably girdle 
the tree during the winter. Bare ground 
freezes more quickly and is not so 
inviting to mice as winter quarters. To 
keep rabbits from eating the bark, place 
wire netting or wire cloth around the 
tree trunk to a height of 18 to 24 inches,

or higher if you’re in a section where 
deep snow is common. Do not put the 
wire too tightly around the tree, but 
allow 3 or 4+ inches of space between 
the trunk and the wire. 


Poinsettias should now be full of color 
and ready any day for moving into your 
home with the Christmas tree, the ever- 
greens and the gaily wrapped packages. 
despite our besf efforts, 
poinsettia plants lose their leaves, and 
even though the blooms are good the 
plants look a bit undressed. Branches 
of laurel inserted in the pots ean do an 
excellent camouflage job, and for a 
really professional job add a bright red 
bow or ribbon wired to an inconspicuous 
stake, 

To prolong the beauty of poinsettias 
after they are in your home, keep them 
away from bright sunny windows, away 
from heat duets and radiators, and out 
of cold drafts. Use lukewarm water for 
watering them. These suggestions for 
the care of poinsettias in the house are 
applicable to all flowering greenhouse 
plants that are brought into the home 
for Christmas. . .

Easter lilies are a very satisfactory 
and easily toreed bulb. Types normally 
started now are Lilium longiflorum, Es- 
tate, harrisi, and floridi. They should 
be potted up one bulb to a 5-ineh pot, 
unless they are small bulbs and then 
two bulbs can be put into a 6-inch pot. 
The best growing medium is a good soil 
from the greenhouse compost heap, with 


a 5-inch pot of fine bonemeal added to 
each bushel of soil. There is a_ belief 
among many people that manure should 
not be used when planting lily bulbs. 
This is not true if the manure in the 
compost soil is well rotted and if the soil 
is thoroughly mixed before being used. 
The nose of the bulb should be just 
visible above the level of the soil in the 
pot. I place the potted lilies on top of 
the bench and shade them with burlap 
or hay laid over the top of the pots. 
They can also be placed under the bench, 
providing they are not saturated with 
water when the bench above is watered. 
They should be lightly watered at the 
time of planting and then only ocea- 
sionally until growth takes place. After 
several inches of growth has been made, 
watering should be done whenever it 
seems necessary. Sodium selenate or a 
nicotine spray gives good control of 
aphids, but do not leave lihes in a house 
that is to be fumigated with nicotine 
smoke, because it will burn the tips of 
the lily leaves. Easter lies grown in 
a 50° to 60° house will flower in about 
100 days from the time of planting. 


Amaryllis bulbs like the same type 
of soil as the Easter lihes. Good drain- 
age in the pots is quite important. An 
average size bulb requires a 6-inch pot. 
Half the bulb is left exposed and a 
potting stick should be used to pack the 
soil firmly around the base of it. Water 
sparingly. till root action is well estab- 
lished. A 50° to 60° house is correct. 


Mow to Force Lily-of-the-Valley and Hyacinths Indoors

Good sorts are 
L’Innocence and Pink Pearl. 
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Established amaryllis bulbs do not re- 
quire repotting each year but should 
have an inch of soil removed from the 
top of the pots and fresh soil used to 
replace it. Pack the fresh soil firmly 
around the bulb. The growing procedure 
is the same for old bulbs as for new 
ones. 


Nerines have finished flowering by 
this time but continue to make growth 
that will build up the flower in the bulb 
for next season. Therefore they must 
not be relegated to beneath the bench or 
to some other similar undesirable loca- 
tion. They still need a good growing 
location in the cool greenhouse where 
they will be watered regularly and fed 
at weekly intervals. Their foliage will 
begin to ripen in the late spring and 
they can then be dried off and the pot 
put on its side under the bench. 


Liquid manure is most important in 
any greenhouse, for it is one of the best 
and safest plant foods for greenhouse 
use. The manure barrel can be placed 
in an out-of-the way corner of the green- 
house but where it is handy for use. To 
make the liquid manure, place a_ bag 
containing half a bushel of fresh cow 
manure in the barrel or drum and fill it 
up with water—about 25 gallons of 
water is about right for this) amount 
of manure. Substitutes for fresh cow 
manure could be about 10 pounds of 
dry sheep or cow manure. This is al- 
lowed to steep for about ten days and 
should be occasionally stirred around. 
At the time of using, it must be diluted 
with an equal quantity of water. Fresh 
liquid manure should be made about 
every two months, or oftener if you use 
a lot of it. 


Forcing bulbs. Prepared bulbs of 
nareissus and tulips that were planted 
in the fall and placed in a trench out- 
doors can be brought in this- month, a 
few pans at a time, for greenhouse fore- 
ing. Bring them in every ten days or so, 
and you will have a steady show of 


bloom during the winter months. Nar- 
cissus brought in early in December 


should bloom about Christmas, provided 
they are prepared bulbs and are now 
well rooted. 

Leave the tulips outside until a little 
later in the month and they will bloom 
in January. Rather than put the tulips 
immediately into light, | prefer to place 
them under the bench in a space that has 
been enclosed with tar paper or build- 
ing paper. This helps draw them up to 
give length to stems. When 4 or 5 inches 
high they should be placed in full sun- 
light on top of the bench. 

To foree nareissus and tulips in a 
hurry they can go into a 60° house, but 
where there is no necessity for very 
early bloom a cooler house will produce 
better results. 


Hyacinths should also be put into 
the dark place under the bench for sev- 
eral days, or until they make 2 or 3 
inches of growth, and then they are 
placed in full sunlight. Bulbous iris

My Winter Flower Garden 


By ESTHER T. LATTING, (N. H.) 


ERE in New Hampshire the out- 

door garden is snow-bound so 

many months of the year that a 
real indoor garden is almost a neces- 
sity. In fact, for me it is a necessity. 
Luckily I am blessed with four south 
windows in the living and dining rooms, 
and so my indoor gardening consists of 
doing my best to keep them full of 
plants that will bloom the greater part 
of the winter. 

Primroses and semperflorens begonias 
are my regular stand-bys. Both come 
in a wide range of color from white 
through shades of pink to deep red, 
and the primroses also run to violet 
and near-blue. 


Until the middle of February these 
all do well in the south windows. After 
that, the full strength of the sun _ be- 
gins to prove too mueh for them. Tall 
geraniums, either Mountains of Snow 
or Flowers of Spring with their fresh 
green and white foliage, are then 
brought down from the upstairs win- 
dows where they have spent the winter 
and are used as a background and shield 
for my “regulars.” This gives them 
just enough protection so that they 
continue to grow happily and do not 
wilt dawn at midday. 

The double semperflorens begonias 
are not quite as prolific with their bloom

N Friday, October 1, Dr. J. Horace 

McFarland telephoned his secretary 

and asked her to advise FLOWER 
GroweER that because his doctor had 
ordered him to stay dt home for a few 
days his December article would neces- 
sarily be delayed. He promised to have 
it ready for mailing, however, by Tues- 
day of the following week. But the next 
morning, October 2, he was taken to 
the hospital, and at half past three in 
the afternoon he passed away. This, 
then, is one of the few issues of FLOWER 
GROWER to have appeared during the 
past 25 years without an article by Dr. 
Me Farland. 

As he will be remembered by most of 
our readers, J. Horace MeFarland was 
a man of kindly, philosophical disposi- 
tion, with an intense love for every 
phase of gardening, particularly the 
growing of roses, and possessed of a 
singularly broad background in Ameri- 
can gardening activity that enabled him 


to produce a series of informative, en- 
tertaining garden discussions that is 
perhaps unique in the history of 
American horticultural journalism. 
Earlier in his life Dr. MeFarland was 
essentially a man of action—a_ skilled 
and enterprising printer, an enthusiastie 
gardener and horticultural writer and 
editor, an aceomplished photographer, 
an active participant in civie affairs, 
and an untiring crusader for a more 
beautiful America. At the turn of the 
century he became aroused by the high 
typhoid death rate in his city of Har- 
risburg, Pennsylvania, and by means 
of his photographs, lectures and writ- 
ings he led a clean-up campaign that 
resulted in what was ealled “The Harris- 
burg Awakening.” City and highway 
beautification became a dominant inter- 
est, and during the early years of the 
century he stumped the country lectur- 
ing on “The Crusade Against Ugliness.”

Mississippi's Highway Parks 


URING the past few years I have 
been in every corner of Missis- 
sippi, the Magnolia State. I have 

told you in many of my travel letters how 
progressive its garden clubs are—how they 
are leading in many fields of activity. But 
today I have the biggest story of all to 
tell you—their accomplishments in the 
developing of highway parks all over the 
state. The following interview with the 
state chairman of memorial parks, Mrs. 
Charles O. Dean of Leland, gives a 
graphic picture of how they went about 
their project and the inspiring results 
they have attained. 

Mrs. Leland says: “Two years ago the 
members of the Garden Clubs of Missis 
sippi felt the need of increasing beautifi- 
cation of our highway system. 
Mississippi was late in getting good high- 
Ways throughout the state, the roads are 
now modern and excellent. We club 
women saw the need for preserving what 
natural beauty we were already endowed 
with and wanted to add the 
and charm of roadside parks. 

“A committee of three ladies appointed 
by our state president, Mrs. Frank Eneg- 
land, asked for a meeting with the high- 
Way commissioners, aid they were received 
most graciously. Mrs. Albert Watkins 
was the originator of this idea.”

RS. Leland went on as follows: “We 


N had a full morning’s session wit 
our three highway commissioners explail 
ing to them in detail the usefulness ot 
roadside parks and their beauty as ole 
traveled through the state. This grou 
finally decided to build twelve parks the 
first year. The Garden Clubs of Mis 
sissippi were to select the proper places 
with the guidance of Mr. A. E. Holmes 
the state highway landscape engineer, an 


get the deeds to this land. All land must 
be deeded to the State Highway Depart 
ment of Mississippi. The state would 


build the parks, equip them and maintain 
them. The land required for the parks 
was to be from one half to two acres. It 
could be bought or donated. 

“With this thrilling opportunity, we 
set out.

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letters to be written, the sites that were 
unsuitable, the problem of the purchase 
or the donation. It all required lots of 
work and thought—and miles and miles 
of driving. I believe I really know my 
state now! We had excellent cooperation 
on the part of the ladies serving on the 
committees.” 


HE interesting story continued: 
“At the end of one year, we had 
twelve park sites all deeded and every one 
donated to the state. Not one park 
site had to be purchased by any club or 


by the Highway Department. That in 
itself shows the interest of the people of 
Mississippi in this project. The dona- 


tions were made largely by private citi- 
zens, but some came from Boards. of 
Supervisors of Counties, ete. These will 
be memorial parks for World War Il. 
Each park will have a commemorative 
plaque, which will be ready in a few 
months. 

“At the last spring meeting of the High- 
way Department, our committee again 
asked for parks. The continuation of the 
project was approved and they gave us 
fifteen parks for the coming year. We 
already have six of these in the making. 
So you see how park minded we are and 
what the Garden Clubs of Mississippi 
are accomplishing. 

“The cooperation between the garden 
clubs and the Highway Department is 
splendid and with this backing our aim 
is 29 completed parks by June 1949,” 


American Rose Society 


Fall Meeting

Named to the Nominating Committee 
were Rev. Earl W. Benbow, Dalles, Ore., 
and Douglass Houghton, Arcadia, Cal. 

Among the tours conducted during the 
four-day meeting period was a visit to the 
Armstrong Nurseries at Ontario, Cal., 
where 20 acres of land are devoted 
entirely to roses, and a trip to Manches- 
ter Boddy’s Rancho del Descanso, where 
the well known hybridist, Dr. Walter E. 
Lammerts, who originated Charlotte 
Armstrong, Mirandy, Debonair and many 
other roses, conducted the members 
through the extensive rose fields. Dr. 
Lammerts pointed out his new seedlings 
and explained his methods of  cross- 
pollination. 

Another famous rose breeder, Herbert C. 
Swim of Armstrong Nurseries, addressed 
one of the sessions on the subject of 
hybridizing. Mr. Swim is the first Ameri- 
can to have won the gold medal of the 
Bagatelle Gardens, Paris, for two years 
in succession. His rose Applause won 
the medal in 1947 and his Sutter’s Gold 
won it in 1948—Epna Berts Ketcuum.

Having read the replies from FLOWER 
GROWER reader's to my inquiry, I have 
now coneluded that love-looks-over-the 
garden-wall is Polygonum cuspidatum, 
with whose affections I am cursed. The 
former owner of my garden planted it to 
“nod over the gate,” as one reader writes, 
and to nod in many other spots too. It is 
handsome in a bold way, and its drooping 
white spikes in August are pleasant 
enough. If it were content only to look 
over the garden wall, all would be well. 
But it dives under, deeply, and races be- 
neath the surface faster than quack grass. 
The rank top growth soon smothers out 
everything in its path. 


A 2,4-D spray, using 2,4-D in its most 
potent ester form, weak or strong, has 
nowhere given me a complete kill. The 
tops are knocked down, and some roots 
temporarily discouraged, but it bounces 
back quickly and strong as ever. I have 


found roots at a depth of 8 feet. To any- 
one faced with this sort of love staring 
at him over the garden wall, I would say, 
“Kither put the plot in a row crop and 
hoe like the devil regularly, hand pulling 


shoots in the rows; or seed the plot to 
grass and mow with unfailing regularity, 


adding a 2.4-D spray three or four times 
a season.’—CHESTER P. Hotway (Ind.)

Many hand pollinations of their flowers 
were made to produce seed for the field 
crops. 

No mention of California amaryllis 
personalities would be complete without 
a reference to Cecil Houdyshel and his 
Rancho de los Flores, located near the 
little city of La Verne. Besides his own 
fine amaryllis, Mr. Houdyshel distributes 
thousands of bulbs from his fellow 
growers by means of the most informa- 
tive, frank and “folksy” catalogue I 
have ever seen. 

Richard Diener’s Everblooming Hy- 
brids and Equestris Hybrids—also Cali- 
fornia produets—figured prominently in 
my earliest amaryllis experiences. Enor- 
mous size for the flowers was claimed by 
their originator and also a tendency to 
bloom in summer and fall as well as at 
the usual early spring season. I. thor- 
oughly enjoyed growing something over 
a hundred Diener bulbs from seed to 
flowering size, but 1 could never verify 
his claims. The flowers were large and 
pretty but no larger than other good 
amaryllis. Nor did I observe any “ever- 
blooming” traits. In this conneetion, I 
have noticed that whenever you grow 
any amaryllis in quantity a few off- 
season spikes are not unusual. 

Since his death some years ago, 
Diener’s hybrids are not marketed as 
widely as they once were. However, I 
find at least one of the large mail order 
dealers still listing them. 

California amaryllis, in addition to 
heing offered mixed, are often available 
i separate color classes such as “Dark 
ied Shades,” “White Baekground” 
(usually with red or pink markings), 
“Variegated and Striped,’ and the like. 
Individuals wituin the classes will differ 
somewhat from each other, but by con- 
trolled breeding for desired colors and 
by “roguing” off-colors from the field 
rows, growers are able to supply amaryl- 
lis approximately true to description. 

These bulbs, while often catalogued 
as “Giant California Hybrids,” may be 
listed simply as “American Hybrids” or 
“Select American Strains.” They will 
cost around a dollar each, or more for 
the rare colors such as pinks and near- 
whites. 


Imported Dutch amaryllis are the 
most thrilling and exasperating of 
all — thrilling because they can _ be 


very close to perfect in form and color, 
and exasperating because they so 
often aren’t. Even those costing tive to 
ten dollars each, including the named 
varieties, are not infrequently off-color. 
For instance, of five “Pure Whites” 
(total cost $46.00) that I flowered last 
spring, only one was pure white; the 
thers were beautiful but showed red 
marks on a white ground. Pure whites 
ind pure pinks, incidentally, are the 
nost difficult to find. Reds are more 
reliable. Several of my Dutch reds were 
perfect selfs, so stunning that I forgave 
he off-colors. Fortunately, most dealers 
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are quite accommodating about replac- 
ing amaryllis that are untrue to the 
advertised description. 

Dutch hybrids, sometimes listed under 
the more impressive title of “Mammoth 
Royal Duteh Hybrids,” will cost around 
two dollars each and up. Many of the 
two-dollar ones have excellent form and 
are beautiful flowers. The “up” prices 
pay chiefly for refinements in color—for 
the whites, pinks and salmons and the 
clear self-colored blossoms. 

If you order a “Purple” or “Violet” 
amaryllis, be prepared for a generous 
interpretation of the color. All of these 
that I have seen were deep red or dark 
red with a purplish sheen over the 
petals. 

Friend Mulford Foster, artist, writer 
and plant explorer of Orlando, Florida, 
thinks that hybrid amaryllis blooms are 
too massive and stiff. “They might be 
all right,” he says, “if you like them to 
sat.” Perhaps you'll agree with him that 
some of the smaller-flowered species are 
more attractive. But not all of us ean 
grow the rare Amaryllis organense and 
the beautiful little pink-and-white A. 


reticulata = striatifolia’ that Foster 
brought back from Brazil. 
A delightful species that is much 


grown but little known under its correct 
name is Amaryllis rutila. On the back 
porches of farmhouses all over the coun- 
try you'll find pots and pans filled with 
bulbs bearing glossy green leaf blades. 
In winter they’re taken indoors, and 
around Christmas or shortly afterward 
sturdy stems push up to be crowned 
with two, three or sometimes four airily 
poised salmon- or orange-tinted flowers. 
Unlike hybrids, which are usually grown 
one bulb in a pot, A, rutila thrives on 
crowding; and an 8-inch pot may dis- 
play a half-dozen or more bloom stalks. 


Long-lived and_ prolifie, these bulbs 
feature in many Round Robin plant 
exchanges and _ over-the-garden-fence 


trades. Apparently several forms are in 
eultivation, for I have seen some that 
were quite pinkish and others salmon to 
deep orange. 

Not vastly differerit in appearance 
from Amaryllis rutila is A. equestris, a 
parent of the previously mentioned 
Diener hybrids. Equestris has me baf- 
fled. I’ve seen it flowering by the hun- 
dreds in bare cabin dooryards in the 
Florida back country, in what looked 
like dirty sand. But my attempts to 
make it feel at home in pots have failed. 
It can be done, however, or so I am 
advised. This is such an inexpensive 
and pretty thing that I recommend a 
trial. 

If there is a completely fool-proof 
amaryllis it must be A. johnsoni, which 
has narrow-petaled red flowers, each 
petal bisected by a clean white line. 
Thought to be an old hybrid rather than 
a species, johnsoni is relatively hardy; 
it has survived winters outside at Wash-

Amaryllis bulbs, by the way—both 
— and hybrids —are priced not 
alone by the quality of the flowers they 
will produce but also by their size. Given 
normal culture, most bulbs 214 inches in 
diameter will bloom. A 3-inch one is 
likely to give two and sometimes three 


flower stalks. The larger bulbs require 
an extra vear to grow, so of course cost 
more. Such terms as “jumbo” and 


“oiant” bulbs, used in catalogues, do not 
have precise meanings but ordinarily in- 
dicate bulbs well the minimum 
blooming size.

This holly was 
selected by Samuel H. Thrasher of 
Norfolk, Va. 

ll. Howarp. Although its leaf is 


flat, Howard is one of the prettiest of all 
the hollies grown in the South. It is a 
very vigorous grower and has glossy, 
dark green leaves. 

12. East PaLtatKa. The beauty and 
vigor of this holly offset the fact that its 
leat is flat and almost spineless. It 
has bright red fruits and more 
consistently in the Piedmont section of 
the South than any other holly, prob- 
ably because it is a late bloomer and 
the crop is not injured by lafe frosts. 

Howard and East Palatka were se- 
lected by Dr. H. H. Hume of the Uni- 
versity of Florida, Gainesville, Fla., 
who has also selected a number of other 
fine hollies, among them Hume No. 1, 
and No, 2, Taber No. 4 and Lake City.

How to grow hollies. Hollies 
grow either in the sun or in 
shade, but they make more vigorous 
growth if they are in full sunshine. 
They like rich soil which has a moderate- 
ly acid reaction. For rapid growth, 
when setting out a small plant, prepare 
the soil to a depth of 12 to 18 inches,

excavating if necessary and_ refilling 
with good soil. Fertile topsoil and 
wood’s earth make an excellent combi- 


nation. A generous amount of oak leaf- 
mold, peatmoss or well rotted compost 
(three vears old) should be incorporated 
with the soil.. Mulch well and during 
the first water well if rain is 
deficient. 

Hollies may be fed with any well 
balanced acid fertilizer. Half cotton- 
seed meal and half ground tobacco stems 
is superb, though cottonseed meal alone 
is good. <An azalea or camellia fertil- 
izer also is splendid. Apply the fertil- 
izer in the spring, from a_ handful 
around a newly planted holly to sev- 
eral pounds around «a large tree. Never 
use lime or anything else known to be 
alkaline. 

It is better to mulch and hand pull 
any weeds that may appear than it is 
to cultivate. However, cutting the roots 
with a spade at the perimeter of the 
tree’s branches will tend to induce ber- 
ries to set. If too much nitrogen is 
available in the soil, the tree will tend 
to make more wood and set less fruit. 

Since hollies are dioecious, that is, 
bear male and female flowers on sepa 
rate plants, it is, of course, necessary 
to have male plants growing in the 
vicinity of female plants if the latter aré 
to set berries. The pollen is earried 
from male to female flowers by 
and other insects. Generally, one male 
to eight or ten females is sufficient, and 
more often than not a female tree will 
set fruit if there is a male tree within : 
mile. Berries can also be caused to set 
in the absence of a male tree, by 
spraying the female flowers with a 0.005 
per cent solution of naphthaleneaceti 
acid or other hormone chemicals, bu 
these berries do not hold on as long a 
pollen set fruit.

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My Winter Flower Garden

is the single, but the individual Lowers, 
vhich look like tiny double roses, are 
nore unusual and ean be used to ad- 
‘antage as a focal point in the arrange- 
nent of flowering plants. 


In addition to the variegated ger- 
iniums, the upstairs windows house 
nany other plants — begonias, cy- 
lamens, amaryllis, abutilons, camellias, 
‘hristmas eaeti, star of Bethlehem, 
poinsettias, erown of thorns, and various 
ther geraniums. As these come into 
bloom. I bring them downstairs and 


shift the “garden” around to make room 
for them. All this adds to the interest 
through the winter, as it gives the same 
effect as succession blooming in the 
outdoor garden. 
Last winter I had enough geraniums 
keep the two dining room windows 


bright with them. One window had 
pink geraniums and_= small fibrous 
rooted begonias. The other was filled 
with red geraniums and white semper- 
florens begonias, and with the white 
snow outside for a background this 


window was particularly striking. 

The musie room on the northwest cor- 
ner of the house is the home of my 
African violets. There are two windows 
full of them. Like those upstairs, these 
windows are used to bring the plants 
into bloom; then I move them to the 
living or dining room and use them as 
an “edging” for the “gardens” there. 


They are sufficiently protected from the 
sun and, contrary to the experience gf 
some growers, | find that moving them 
has no effect on their blooming. 

The east window in the dining room 
has a shelf of African violets, and the 
sill is the home of my Mrs. Townsend 
and Woolly Bear begonias. 

The west window in the living room 
is filled with African violets until it 
gets too hot for them towards the mid- 
dle of April, by which time all the 
geraniums upstairs have begun to bloom 
and I ean fill that window full of their 
brilliant colors until it is time to move 
them all outdoors. 

Besides having windows full of color, 
by judicious eutting I can not only keep 
the plants more trim but can also have 
eut flowers for the table all winter 
long. The fairy primroses, Primula 
malacoides, are especially good for this 
purpose. A few of the longest stems 
of the begonias may be eut each week 
or so, providing care is taken not to 
cut too many from any one plant. The 
cut stems will send out two new shoots 
which, before the winter is over, will 
be blooming again. 

My family complains. My husband 
says he ean’t stretch without knocking 
a pot off something. But when we have 
visitors and the family thinks I am 
safely out of earshot I often hear them 
bragging about my plants!

gone to my mind the 
attractive features of the seed pods 


extend the beauty of the plant well into 
fall. 

In a unique way, dictamnus seems to 
possess a three-fold beauty of leaf, 
flower and seed pod. Who can name 
another plant that equals or excels dic- 
tamnus in this respect? 

I find, after much experience, that I 
can transplant dictamnus before it is 
fully grown, or even in full leaf and 
flower. Observation shows that this 
is due to the numerous fibrous roots 
which penetrate the soil, holding a 
chunk of it while the plant is being 
moved. I do not shake out the soil but 
leave all that clings to the roots. In 
this way the plants do not wilt when 
moved and the flowers do not flag down 
even in warm, dry weather. The shiny 
leaves hold the water. Few indeed are 
the plants that will do this! 

Dictamnus is easily propagated. 
Clumps can be divided by slicing them 
down with a sharp knife or a hatchet, 
as is done with phlox. Seeds also ean 


be sown to obtain plants but those 
from the white flower forms are less 
dependable. I sow seeds in open, mel- 


raised and 
wooden curbing to 


low ground that is slightly 
surrounded by a 
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hand watering from 
washing them away. White-flowered 
forms yield seeds which are slow to 
grow and not reliable but they will do 
better in a pan outdoors or in a ecold- 
frame. where there is more protection 
and conditions are more uniform. 

I transplant the seedlings from 4 to 6 
inches apart and the next season space 
them at a distance of 12 inches. I 
find permanent plantings should be 
21% to 3 feet apart if’they are growing 
in ‘good, rich soil. They will flower in 
the second year from seed. 

According to my experience dictam- 
nus requires clean cultivation to do its 
best. It grows well in full sun and in 
rich open clay soil but will thrive with 
scant moisture for its roots go deep, 
as one notices at digging time. 

Under my observation at home and 
elsewhere, dictamnus is rarely troubled 
with insects or diseases, but I doubt not 
that in a section infested with Japanese 
beetles, white grubs, or grasshoppers, 
protection will be needed to give the 
plants a fair chance. 

For grasshoppers and Japanese bee- 
tles, almost any insecticide containing 
DDT will be effective at the recom- 
mended strength. Application may be 
made directly to the plant and to those

require a ‘bright place on top of the 


bench, preferably in a cool house. If 


grown too close together or in semi- 
shade they do not flower well. 


Carnation cuttings should be started 


now for next winter’s flowering. Car- 
nations root best in December and Jan- 
uarvy and if started then make strong 
plants for greenhouse benching in June 
Never take euttings from a sick or 
diseased plant. Spotted and_ yellow 
leaves indieate disease. 

Select the cuttings from the lower 
part of the flower stems, and remove 
them with a downward motion so that 


u heel, or small piece of the skin of the 
stem, comes off with the cutting. Re- 
move a leaf or two next to the heel, and 
trim off the very thin part of the heel. 
Dip the cutting in a rooting prepara- 
tion first and then put it into a propa- 
gating bed of sand or a medium 
horticultural vermiculite. If sand is used 
make an opening with a knife the width

of the bench and insert the cuttings, 
then pack the sand hard against them 
with a brick. In using vermiculite I 
sprinkle it lightly with water, mix it 


together and then re-level the bed. The 
cuttings are just pushed into the ver- 
miculite without firming and then wa- 
tered; this causes the vermiculite to 
pack firmly against the cuttings. 

Carnation cuttings require a 
shade of cheesecloth or brown paper 
until they root. They like a 50° house, 
and some bottom heat is a big help. ‘To

accomplish this, the area immediately 
under the propagating bench ean be 
enclosed with building paper so that 


heat from the pipes directly under the 
bench will be concentrated and_ will 
penetrate the bench from the bottom.

Among countless other things, he is 
credited with having saved Niagara 
Falls from disfigurement by commer- 


cial exploitation by his campaign in 
1905 which resulted in the establishment 
of the International Niagara Falls Con- 
trol Board. He served on that board for 
20 vears. 

He began helping his father in the 
printing of “The Temperance Vindi- 
cator” at the age of 12, and at 19 he 
bought his own printing shop. He 
established the Mount Pleasant Press 
in 1889 and during the course of years 
he became a specialist in horticultural 
printing, extending his company’s busi- 
ness to all parts of the United States. 
At the present time the company prints 


over 200 different catalogues a year. 
The printing of horticultural books, 


hoth under his own company’s imprint 
and for other publishers, also became 
un important part of his work, and 
among the volumes that have come from 
his press are many of the most highly 
regarded works on American horticul- 
ture, including Bailey’s “Standard 
Cyclopedia of Horticulture.” Alto- 
gether, he unquestionably printed more 
on plants and flowers than any other 
man of his time. 

In 1909 Dr. MeFarland acquired a 
two and one-half acre tract of land in 
the Bellevue Park section of Harrisburg 
and there, under the name of Breeze 
Hill, he developed one of the best known 
gardens in America. He grew as wide 
a variety of plants climatic and 
space limitations would permit, but 
roses were always his favorite and dur- 


as 


ing recent years he grew some 800 
species and varieties of roses alone. 


Besides his extensive writing for the 
horticultural press, he was the author of 
numerous books, among them “The Rose 
in America,” “Modern Roses,” and 
the World in Color.” For 
28 vears he was editor of the publica- 
tions of the American Rose Society, 
which he helped form in 1916 and of 
which he was president emeritus at the 
time of his death. 

His activities on behalf of civie 
beautification resulted in his election 
and appointment to many important 
offices. At various times he was presi- 
dent of the American League for Civie 
Improvement, president of the Ameri- 
can Civie Association, chairman of the 
Pennsylvania State Art Commission, 
member of the Pennsylvania State 
Conservation Commission, president of 
the Harrisburg Board of Trade, and 
president of the Central Pennsylvania 
Typothetae. During World War I he 
served as treasurer of. the Commission 
on Living Conditions of War Workers 
m the Department of Labor, and during 
the Coolidge administration he was ap- 
pointed to the Advisory Committee on 
Zoning and City Planning by Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover. In 1935 he was 
appointed to the National Park Trust 
Fund Board by President Roosevelt.

Horticultural honors bestowed upon 
Dr. MeFarland over the years included 
the George Robert White Medal of 
Honor of the Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural Society, the American Rose So- 


ciety Gold Medal, the Arthur Hoyt 
Scott Award for horticultural promo- 
tion, the Jane Righter Medal of the 


Garden Club of Ameriea, and the Dean 


Hole Memorial Medal of the National 
Rose Society of Great Britain. Three 


different have been named for 
him,: Editor MeFarland, The Doctor, 
and Horace MeFarland. He was grant- 
ed the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Humane Letters by Dickinson College 
in 1924. 

Dr. MeFarland was born in MeAlis- 
terville, Pennsylvania, on September 
24, 1859, the son of Col. George F. and 
Adeline Griesemer MeFarland. Soon 
afterward his parents moved to Harris- 
burg and he continued to live there for 
the rest of his life. In one of his arti- 


roses 


cles in 1943 he wrote, “My garden 
recollections begin with the old fruit 


trees and roses which were an important 
part of the Harrisburg home from 
around 1867 for about 25 years. * * * 
My really close plant contact began in 
1909, when an old property in Harris- 
burg came to be called Breeze Hill.” 

The first article which Dr. McFarland 
wrote expressly for FLOWER GROWER 
was “The Rose in June,” which ap- 
peared in the issue of June, 1923. 
Thereafter he wrote a monthly column 
entitled “The Rose.’ In more recent 
years his articles covered a broad, gen- 
eral field, although roses were always 
treated with special fondness and under- 
standing. 

Dr. MeFarland’s death oceurred just 


eight days after his 89th birthday. 
Funeral services were held on October 
6 at Grace Methodist Chureh, Harris- 


burg, and burial took place at Harris- 
burg Cemetery. Survivors are a son, 
Robert B. MeFarland of the J. Horace 
McFarland Company; a daughter, Miss 
Helen L. MeFarland of Harrisburg; a 
sister, Mrs. Emma M. Hyam, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; three grandchildren and one 
great-grandehild. 

In the last paragraph of his last 
article in FLowrerR Grower, “Have You 
Ever Wondered What Gardens Mean to 
People?” in the November issue, Dr 
MeFarland described in a few words 
one of the guiding principles of his 
life’s work, for whieh he will be long 
remembered in the hearts of gardeners: 

“One thing these thoughts have made 
me realize is that those of us who are 
engaged in spreading the gospel of 
gardening still have a very great field 
of work before us. We are making 
progress, I have no doubt, but we still 
have a long way to go and there is no 
time to relax the foree of our drive. 
Our concern is and always must be for 
those in this world for whom gardening 
still means so little but for whom it 
could and should mean so much.”

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PACIFIC COAST HONOR ROLL 


Ry RICHARD T. EDDY, (Calif.) 


HIS year a combination of cireum- 

stances made my dahlia trial garden 

“just one of those things.” We were 
threatened with a shortage of water for 
irrigation purposes—and at Encinitas 
irrigation is necessary practically the 
entire growing period—and so only one- 
third the usual number of dahlias were 
planted. Then as soon as the varieties 
sent for trial were planted I had to 
leave for Europe. 

It was a real pleasure to meet the 
vrowers of England, Seotland, France, 
Holland and Belgium and to see grow- 
ing in their home gardens many varie- 
ties which I have imported during the 
past 25 years. It was also interesting 
to get a preview of the varieties being 
groomed for introduction in 1949. 

Duteh and Belgian growers, with the 
aid of their own plant pathologists, are 
striving hard to eradicate or control dis- 
eases with which we in this country are 
only too familiar. This year the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture had two of 
our pathologists in Europe working in 
collaboration with European’ growers 
and others. They are doing a splendid 
job and it is to be hoped that their work 
will continue. Especially good work has 
been done by the growers in Scotland, 
and their stock is exceptionally clean. 

I landed back in New York just in 
time to see most of the new varieties 
blooming in that area, and so I was able 
to compare notes with my confrere 
Lynn Dudley. I also wired Louis Rob- 
erts to keep the dahlias blooming for 
me in the Chicago area, but he met me 
at the train with the cheerful news that 
my telegram had brought on the worst 
early frost Chieago had had in all its 
history. However, he and several other 
growers had saved some of the choicest 
hlooms for my inspection at Hamilton 
Park. Then back to California. 

Since so many varieties selected by 
me will have been described in the East- 
ern and Middle Western Honor Rolls, 
my own deseriptions will be somewhat 
brief.

IME was, especially in the eastern 
states, when holly, mistletoe and 
fir boughs were the three essential 
Christmas greens. On the West Coast, 
however, mistletoe and conifers are so 
commonplace in the south and _ holly 
and conifers in the north that we find 
relief in the use of ‘‘different’’ ma- 
terials. Our Christmas colors are no 
longer limited to red and green, for 
we find use for the large, handsome 
leaves of the loquat, and pussy-willows 
in December give exciting variety. 
There are pyracanthas and _ coton- 


easters for each of the Pacific Coast 
climates. Strip the leaves off the 
branches you cut, or they will soon 


shrivel and spoil the picture you cre- 
ate. Such broad-leaved evergreen 
shrubs as the English ang Portuguese 
laurels and the effective aucubas thrive 
in the Northwest and in the Big Val- 
ley, and other climates have a diversi- 
fied choice. 

I have enthused before over the use- 
fulness of the shiny econe-nubbins of 
the dwarf Gowan cypress. The leaves 
finally get dingy unless the boughs are 
in water, but for a couple of days at 
least these brass «and green branches 
are adorable, and if the greenery is 
speckled with golden buds, so much the 
better—unless you suffer from hay- 
fever. 

I have also praised the many virtues 
of our abundant native dried materials. 
Among my favorites is one of the 
Santa Barbara Channel Island buck- 
wheats, Eriogonum giganteum, picked 
at different stages of maturitvy—when 
the buds are unopened for a silver bou- 
quet, a little later for a pink one, later 
again for creaminess, and in their last 
stages when the wide compound cymes 
take on shades of red, brown and rust. 
If you decide to use teasel with any 
of the crisply dried buckwheats, keep 
the two apart until the final combin- 
ing, for when the teasel so much as 
touches the buckwheat it it to 
pieces.

Southern California. In planning for 
next winter’s bloom, notice that the 
rose-pink flowers of the tree dahlia 
often last into December, overlapping 
the blossoming of Bergenia stracheyi. 
When shopping for the tree dahlia, it 
would be worth while asking for the 
white form, for although this lovely 
thing is rarely carried it’s a prize worth 
seeking and can be used with delight- 
ful effect. The large, exotie-looking 
leaves of the bergenia saxifrage are 
useful decorations at Christmas time 
and the plant usually has a few extra

ones it can spare. The Chinese holly 
Ilex cornuta, is the one best suited t 
southern California and its variety 
Burford is exceptionally fine. The 
variety Chico, a newer sort and a sur 
bearer as both sexes are on the sam 
bush, has very large berries. The 
leaves of the cornuta hollies are large: 
and not quite so dark, shiny or so 
crinkly as those of English holly. Ih 
the hottest gardens the cornutas should 
have a little shade, and see that when 
they are planted there is some peat in 
the hole. 


California Fog Belt. If winter 
hold off until the end of De- 
cember, | get Moraea polystachya for 
Christmas. The fierce wind of one 
storm, however, will lay the moraea 
stems low and they will remain dis 
couraged until spring. In order to 
get Christmas bloom from this mauve 
blue African iris, the bulbs should bi 
planted in October and watered 
through the dry autumn months. The 
3-inch flowers are flushed with Parma 
violet and there is an oblong vellow 
blotch at the base of each petal. In 
good soil the branched stems reach 3 
feet and the many flowers are carried 
at the tips of the branches along the 
upper half of the stem. The long nar- 
now leaves have an outward swing, and 
as the main stalks are lanky this plant 
should be grouped or with

Once you have this moraea starte: 
vou need never be without it—that is 
if the gophers don’t get the bulbs 


for seed is thickly set and freely sown. 
For succession of bloom, keep plant- 
ing every two months. The flowering 
period of each lot lasts over three 
months. Rich loam and an open place 
are necessary. 


Sacramento and San Joaquin Val- 
leys. The Big: Valley, in which tem- 
peratures range from 20° in winter 
to 110° in summer, offers a good oppor- 
tunity for seasonal gardening, and this 
month is a prime one for making a list 


of plant material which will accent 
each distinct climatie period. The 
use of wintersweet, Chimonanthus 


praecox (C. fragrans), puts emphasi 
on the December and January Big Val- 
ley garden where, though not con- 
sidered a very hardy shrub, this nine- 
foot deciduous Chinese plant enjoys 
the winter climate. The flowers, which 
appear before the leaves, are pale yel- 
low flushed purple inside and are very 
fragrant. They have the star shape 
of the maroon blossoms of our native 
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strawberry scented shrub, Calyeanthus 
occidentalis. The two belong to the 
same family. Give wintersweet a little 
shade and put it where you can enjoy 
its handsome foliage during the sum- 
mer, 


Pacific Northwest. In the mild 
coastal climates of the Northwest roses 
can be set out in December whenever 
the ground is workable. An _ early 
planted rose bush: has the edge over 
those that are put in later. The same 
holds true of spring blooming shrubs, 
such as the Nanking or Manchu cherry, 
Prunus tomentosa, which gives fruit 
as well as lovely blossoms, and of the 
early flowering Prunus persica camel- 
liaeflora. 

In case you have no berried shrubs, 
consider Cotoneaster microphylia from 


the Himalayas. It has spreading 
branches carrying small-dark, shining 
leaves and rosy-crimson berries. = C. 


horizontalis from China is not as ever- 
green, but in the Northwest it bears 
much more heavily than it does far- 
ther south. Both these species are 
suitable for the large rock garden. C. 
henryana is a taller one from China, 
sometimes reaching 12 feet. It has 
a beautifully graceful habit and willow- 
like 5-inch leaves having a_ leathery 
quality. The flowers are pale pink and 
the berries are horne in bunches.

REES for shade, flowers, fruit and 

nuts are the most important of the 

plantings this month. For the street 
trees the oaks lead the list. The nar- 
row leaved willow oak (Quercus phel- 
los) one of the best. It grows 
rapidly into a large tree of symmetri- 
eal form and needs little pruning. The 
foliage turns bright yellow in fall and 
the leaves drop all at once which is a 


is 


most desirable feature when streets 
and gardens have to be raked to keep 
them clean. 


The chestnut oak (Q. prinus) has 
fine large leaves and grows well mak- 
ing a very striking tree. It is long- 
lived and excellent wherever used. The 
pin oak (Q. palustris) is one of. the 
most favored trees for street plant- 
ings but unless the fall winds are 
high and strong the leaves persist all 
winter making the street unsightly. 


The evergreen oaks make a class 
alone. The live oak (Q. virginiana) 
grows quickly into a spreading mass 
of heavy shade and is unsuited for 


the street. It is best used in. large 
gardens or in estates and parks. The 
darlington oak (Q. laurifolia var. 
Darlingtonia) is pyramidal in form, 


grows rapidly and makes fine lines on 
streets and avenués. fhe laurel oak 
(Q. laurifolia) is almost evergreen and 
much used for this purpose. The 
japanese oak (Q. glauca) is a large 
shrubbery plant 40 feet high which 
grows thickly from the ground up and 
makes a fine background wherever 
needed.

Fruit and nuts as well as shade can 
be secured by planting the pecans 
(Stuart, Schley, Mahan or Money 
Maker are all good). Pear trees make 
fine aecents on the boundaries and 
in spring the bright red foliage to- 
gether with the snowy flowers makes 
lovely pictures with other flowering 
trees. Baldwin, Garber and Nieffer 
are good from All standpoints. The 
Chinese sand pear is also desirable in 
that it is said to be blight resistant. 
Apricots are also worth while. The 
Japanese persimmons have fine fruit 
and one should be used in each garden. 
All these small fruit trees can be used 
home lots. The Pecans 


even in small 
should be planted 60 feet apart and 
two will be enough in most small 


spaces. 


The pear trees planted along the 
boundaries with the evergreen shrubs 
lighten them and give enchanting pic- 
tures when the trees bloom so early. 
Plums and cherries also furnish the 
flowers and fruit. Fig bushes take 
up much room, but if possible should

be included in the home garden piec- 
ture not for beauty but for good eat- 
ing. The best of these are the Brown 
Turkey, Celeste, the Sugar Fig, and 
the Green Ischia whieh will give fruit 
from July to frost. 


Coniferous evergreens will 
from plantings made now, 
specimens of Chinese fir (Cunning- 
hamia lanceolata) is one of the finest. 
The cedars, Libocedrus decurrens (the 
incense cedar), and the Cedrus 
dara and atlantiea are wonderful 
cents in large gardens and_ parks.

Pines and cypresses are also indi- 
cated for planting now. The Chinese 


pines, mughus and bhoxtan (Pinus 
excelsa) are suitable for home = gar 
dens even of small space. The ey- 


presses, royalil, arizonica are wonder- 
ful tall aecents of easy growth. But 


do not use them near low roofed 
houses in small spaces. They need 
breadth and space to show them off 


to their full beauty. 


Quick growth and shade can be ob- 
tained by planting the deciduous tulip 
trees (Liriodendron tulipifera) which 
make beautiful specimens or ean 
grown on the streets in rows for spring 
flowering and summer and fall shade. 
In Charlotte, N. C., one of the avenues 
is plantéd with lines of these lovely 
trees. 


The gingkos are of slower growth 
but not less beautiful. They are pyra- 
midal in form and disease resistant and 
practically everlasting. In the Templ 
Court of China there are specimens 
said to have been planted by Confucius. 
In Augusta, Georgia, in the garden of 
Dr. Eugene Murphey is a wonderful 
specimen grown trom seed brought 
from St. Helena while Napoleon was 
in exile there. 


Evergreen shrubs of all kinds should 
be planted this month. Laurestinus 
(Viburnum tinus), pittosporums, nan- 
dinas, pyracanthas, mahonias and _ all 
the rest grow well if put out now. 


Camellias are blooming but nursery- 
men have them ready to ship for 
Christmas shoppers and for gardens 


anywhere. Send your garden loving 
friend a eamellia for a gift that w 


be cherished and enjoved through tli 
vears. When a cold spell comes mulch 
the newly planted shrubs and trees and 
see that the roots are well protected— 
after the cold is over remove this ex- 
tra covering.

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Christmas Cheer 


If you have ever burned driftwood in 
the fireplace, you know the beautiful 
colored flames it gives off. It is not neces- 
sary now, to have driftwood to get col- 
ored flames, for pine cones can be 
treated to give off these lights. 

Here’s how to treat the pine cones. 
Sodk them in water containing salts like 
copper chloride, lithium chloride, or 
barium chloride. Dissolve about one 
pound of each chemical in one gallon 
of water. Use a wooden pail or tub, or 
an earthen erock to hold the solution, 
because the chemicals: will desta¢dy metal 
containers. 

Put the cones in a cheesecloth bag 
and soak them in each solution a few 
hours. Then spread them out on paper 
to dry overnight. Then re-dip them and 
dry them again, and they’re ready to use. 

To get mixed flame colors, burn at the 
same time cones which have ‘been treated 
with different chemicals. Don’t try. to 
dissdlve the different salts in the same 
water. Here are the different colors you 
get from different mineral salts: For 
red, use strontium or lithium chloride; 
for green, use barium chloride; for 
orange, use calcium chloride; for blue, 
use copper sulphate. But be sure to use 
these chemicals with care, because some 
of them are poisonous. 

These chemicals cam be bought from 
chemists, from hardware stores, or from 
drug stores. The treated pine cones will 
add Christmas cheer to the holidays.
